FATHER GETS FREEDOM. 


Mrs. Max Smith lives at 1346 Blue Island 
avenue. She has four little sons. One of 
them, an infant, is ill in Michael Reese hos- 
pital. Her next youngest has a broken arm. 
Her husband, Max Smith, was sent to the 
house of correction for one year by Municipal 
Judge Hopkins last January, when he re- 
fused to support the family. 

Mrs. Smith and three of the chiMren went 
to Springfleld on Tuesday. Yesterday she 
appeared at Gov. Dunne’s office. She told the 
governor she wanted her husband pardoned.

QUAKE SHAKES CANAL ZONE: 
FAILS TO INJURE WATERWAY. 


Residents of City of Panama Terrified 
by the Seismic Disturbance, but 
Suffer No Property Loss.

PANAMA, May 27.—An earthquake shock, 
brief but violent, was felt here just after 
10:25 o'clock tonight. No damage was done 
to the locks or any other canal fixtures, and 
the Cucuracha slide was not affected in any 
way. Residents of this city ran into the 
streets terrified, but no property loss was 
suffered. 


SAY CANAL DEFIES TEMBLORS. 

Washington, D. C., May 27.—Experts of the 
isthmian canal commission claim that no 
extensive injury to the Panama canal could 
be caused by any earthquake of record not 
only on the isthmus, but on this hemisphere. 

Records carefully studied by the canal de- 
signers fail to show the occurrence of any- 
thing more than a light seismic shock on the 
isthmus as far back as its history is known. 
There are standing in the zone today ma- 
somry structures erected several centuries 
ago. 

Army engineers base their belief in the 
safety of the canal largely upon the endur-

DEPUTIES DECKED IN CREPE 


An automobile funeral cortége, traveling 
in the direction of Waldheim cemetery, rolled 
through Forest Park yesterday afternoon 
with motors throttled down to dirge tempo.

Reverence for the Dead. 
Imperious motormen, softened, threw on 
the brakes and surrendered the right of way 
to the funeral pro-" 
cession. A_ street ([™ 
cleaner doffed his 
hat and stood lean- 
ing on his broom 
with head devoutly 
bowed until the 
hearse had passed. 

From his post in 
the bay window 
aboye William Mc- 
Gurn’s saloon at 
Twelfth street and 
Hanah avenue a 
watcher saw the ma- 
chines. 

** Look out! Autos 
coming!” he yelled. 

McGurn’s place 
began to throb with 
excitement. Men 
tumbled over one another down the stairs 
from the attic. A few of them left by a rear 
door. Another call came from the man in 
the bay window: 

‘‘All right. Nothing but a funeral! ” 

Things quieted immediately. Some of the 
patrons walked to the front window to see 
the gasoline funeral pass. It didn’t. It 
stopped. The six stout pallbearers extri- 
cated themselves from the narrow confines 
of the limousine and proceeded with indec- 
orous haste to deploy themselves in the rear 
of the saloon, drawing revolvers as they ran. 


Mourners Show Speed. 

Out of the other machines jumped the rest 
of the mourners. They rushed into McGurn’s 
place. The hearse scooted back at high 
speed toward the city. McGurn, aproned 
and acting as bartender, was puzzled and 
alarmed. His puzzglement vanished and his 
alarm increased when he recognized the 
foremost of his visitors as Charles W. Peters, 
chief deputy sheriff. 

“I’m here on business,” Peers said. 

‘* But the—the funeral?’’ 

“Tt’'s yours, McGurpn, so far as your gam- 
bling department is concerned,”’ he was en- 
lightened. 
“There's no gambling here,’’ denied the 
saloonkeeper. 


More Quick than | Dead.

McGurn led the 


way through the rear 
room and unlocked a 
second door. Peters 
and the erstwhile 
mourners, now un- 
masked as deputies, 
found themselves in 
a larger room, which 
held nothing less 
innocent than a num- 
ber of tables and 
chairs. 

“See anything?” 
lemanded McGurn. 
« Didn't expect to here,”’ replied Peters. 
“We'll go upstairs. We've had deputies 
here for a couple of days and we know all 
about the poolroom, the crap game, and the 
poker game—and about the lookout, too. It 
was for his benefit we brought the hearse 
with us.” 
McGurn resignedly unlocked another door, 
an iron one, and the deputies climbed to the 


attic.

FUNSTON HOLDS 
GERMAN STEAMER 


Bavaria Landed Cargo of 
Arms at Puerto Mexico 
in Violation of Mex- 
ican Laws. 


SHIPPED TO HUERTA MEN, 


Seizure, Also Unloaded 
Munitions at South- 
ern Port. 


Vera Cruz, May 27.—The German steamer 
Bavaria, which arrived here on Sunday with- 
out manifest, has been held on orders from 
Brig. Gen. Funston. 

The Bavaria recently put ashore 1,800,000 
rounds of ammunition at Puerta Mexico. The | 
cargo originally was billed to Vera Cruz, but 
when the Americans occupied this port the 
ship was diverted south. 

The captain of the steamer, when asked for 
a manifest, declared to the captain of the 
port that it had been taken away from him 
by the American authorities. Later he ad- 
mitted landing the cargo, which included 
also 8,000 rolls of barbed wire. 

Brig. Gen. Funston understands that the 
ammunition and wire reached Cordoba yes- 
terday by way of Tierra Blanca. 

It became known here today that the Ypi- 
ranga also unloaded its cargo of war muni- 
tions at Puerto Mexico. 


Wanted to Prevent. Unloading. 
It is pretty well established tonight that 
Rear Admiral Badger and Brig. Gen. Fun- 
ston yesterday and the day before begged 
permission of Washirgton to take drastic 
action to prevent the Federals from obtain- 
ing sufficient ammunition to go into a big 
battle. They pointed out that it was the 
most important development since the oc- 
cupation and would destroy the moral effect 
of the occupation of Vera Cruz. 

Washington was absolutely impervious to 
all requests and suggestions for action, while 
United States sailors stood by white with 
rage and watched the material which may 
mean death to many Americans go ashore. 

Neither of ihe commanders, however, 
showed publicly any trace of their feeling. 
Not a word of the situation came from their 
headquarters, and the announcement of the 
Bavaria’s and Ypiranga’s action was first 
known through the United States consulate. 


+ Bavaria’s Captain Liable to Fine, 
“The captain of the Bavaria is liable to a 
heavy fine under the Mexican laws, and these 
are the laws that are being administered by 
the collector of the port, Capt. Herman O. 
Stickney. The shipment of arms consigned 
for Vera Cruz, but landed at Puerto, Mexico, 
forms a violation of the laws, and the ab- 
sence of a manifest second violation. 

Brig. Gen. Funston said that the matter of 
fines was entirely in Capt. Stickney’s hands, 
but the collector said today that he had not 
actually levied as yet. 

The Bavaria is held here only because 
clearance will be refused until the matter of 
fines is adjusted. 


German Cargoes of Arms. 
Rumors have been current for a week or 
more than some of the war materiale for 
which Huerta had contracted in Germany had 
peen filtering through to the Federals by way 
of Puerto Mexico. Virtually every German 
liner touching at the gulf ports has carried 
arms or ammunition shipped under that con- 
tract. 

The Bavaria incident is the first one where 
positive information of the landing of these 
supplies has been received, although there 
have been intimations here that the army or 
navy has knowledge of other landings or at- 
tempted landings. 

Aid to Huerta Army in North. 

Outside of army circles, where the discus- 
sion of such subjects is not permitted, the 
Americans here are inclined to believe that 
the Huerta officials desire the Bavaria war 
supplies for strengthening their northern 
lines against the Constitutionalists. 

Brig. Gen. Funston admitted he had no in- 
formation as to what became of the shipment 
after it reached Cordoba, and it is generally 
assumed that it is already on the way to Mex- 
ico City, from which point it probably will 
be taken to San Luis Potosi or other Federal 
strongholds where ammunition is badly 
needed. 

Arms in Mexico City. 

Mexico City, May 27.—It was reported to- 
night that a large shipment of ammunition 
had just been received, making two ghip- 
ments in leas than two weeks delivered to 
the federals. The government is now well 
supplied with ammunition to carry on its 
campaign against the Constitutionalists. 


YPIRANGA LANDS ARMS. 

Washington, D. C., May 27.—Rear Admiral! 
Badger cabled the navy department from 
Vera Cruz tonight that the steamship Ypi- 
ranga discharged its cargo at Puerto Mexico 
yesterday. The dispatch added: 

“ No specific information regarding char- 
acter of cargo discharged, but there is every 
indication that the Ypiranga landed its entire 
cargo of war material.” 

Consul Canada also cabled this informa- 
tion to the state department. He also report- 
ed the landing of the Bavaria cargo of war 
material. 

No effort to prevent the delivery of the am- 
munition consignments was made by officials 
of the United States, Puerto Mexico being 
an open port and the United States having 

agreed to a suspension of hostilities during 
the mediation of the Mexican imbrogiie at

SAN LUIS POTOSI 


Rebels Will Find No Opposi- 
tion; Hunger Aids in 
Rout of Foe.

Saltillo, Mex., via Brownsville, Tex., May 
27.—[Special.]—When the Constitutionalist 
force of 12,000 reaches San Luis Potosi it will 
find no opposition. Of the 15,000 Federals 
concentrated there large numbers have de- 
serted the city and at least thirty have been 
executed for mutiny, according to advices 
reaching here. 

Gen. Maas with the remnant of his scat- 
tered army that evacuated Saltillo is on the 
outskirts of San Luis Potosi, and he has 
demanded food and money of the citizens, 
and they are sending out large supplies In 
compliance. Because of the famine stricken 
condition bétween Saltillo and San Luis Po- 
tosi at least 400 soldiers perished and at least. 
2,000 wandered away. BG 


Take Zacaticas Next. 

Villa intends to capture Zacatecas before 
proceeding with other plans, as the Federal 
force théré has administered defeat after de- 
feat to Constitutionalists trying to effect a 
seizure. The city has good natural defenses 
and Villa is to lead the campaign there in 
person. 

A disagreement is said to be brewing be- 
cause the army of the northeast is denied par- 
ticipation in the campaign in which Ville 
takes part.

Wreck of Gas Bag Used in Polar 
‘Trip Discovered in Siberia. 


Several Buoys Only Trace Seen Since 
Party Started North. 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden, May 27.—What is 
believed to be the wreck of the balloon in 
which Prof. Salamon A. Andree ascended 
from Dane's island, near Spitzbergen, July 
11, 1897, in an attempt to reach the north pole, 
have been found in a forest in eastern Si- 
beria, according to a telegram received at 
the Swedish foreign office today from Ya- 
kutz. 


discovery has been ordered by the govern- 
ment. 

The arctic explorer was accompanied by 
two scientists. 


Relied on Trade Winds. 
Although traces of Andree’s balloon have 
been reported at various places from time to 
time, and while the body of the famous 
Swedish arctic explorer was said to have 
been discovered on the coast of Labrador, 
nothing has ever definitely been established 
as to what actually happened to the expedi- 
tion or what became of the balloon. 
Andree and two companions, Messrs. 
Strindberg and Fraenkel, started from 
Dane’s isfand in the hope of being carried by 
trade winds’ to the north pole. The explorer 
believed the’ steady current of air would 
take him into the polar regions in a week, 
carry him over the pole, and land him safely 
in North America. 


Five Buoys Picked Up. 

Five buoys from the balloon have been 
picked up. The first, found in Norway in 
June, 1899, contained a note from Andree, 
and was thrown out eight hours after his de- 
parture. The “north pole buoy,’’ to be 
droppe_” when the pole was passed, was found 
empty off King Charlee sland in Septem- 
ber, 1899. 

A third buoy, also empty, was found on the 
west coast of Iceland in July, 1900, and an- 
other was reported from Norway a month 
later. In September, 1912, a buoy marked 
*“ Andree’s north pole expedition, No. 10 
buoy,” was picked up by the Norwegian 
steamer Beta which arrived at Tromsoe from 
Spitzbergen. 

Many search expeditions, some equipped at 
great expense, have returned unsuccessful. 

- Balloon Falls Into Sea. 

SWINEMUENDE, Germany, May 27.—An 
unidentified balloon, apparently with sev- 
eral aeronauts on board, descended at sea 
today several miles off shore near here. A 
pilot boat was immediately dispatched to in- 
vestigate. 


MILITANT USES A REVOLVER; 
BURNS POLICEMAN’S UNIFORM 


Woman Caught After She Fires Sev- 
eral Blank Cartridges During Races 
at Epsom Downs. 


EPSOM, May 27.—Ada Rice, supposed to be 
a militant suffragist, was arrested on Epsom 
Downs today after she had discharged a 
pistol loaded with blank cartridges at a 
policeman. The powder burned through the 
policeman’s trousers and blistered one of 
his legs. 

The woman asserted that her husband 
had handed her the weapon this morning 
for use in case she was molested. She 
indignantly repudiated the suggestion that 
she was a suffragist. The weapon contained 
six blank cartridges. 


Mrs. Pankhurst Freed. 

LONDON, May 27.—Mrs. Emmeline Pank- 
hurst, the militant leader, was again released 
from Holloway jail, suffering from the effects 
of a ‘‘ hunger strike.”” She had refused to 
eat from the moment of her arrest during 
last week’s raid by the suffragists on Buck- 
ingham palace. 


OBITUARY. 


SIR JOSEPH WILSON SWAN, inventor 
of the first incandescent electric lamp, died 
in London yesterday. He was 86 years old 
and was born in Sunderland, England. He 
was the inventor of many other electrical 
devices, including a miner's safety lamp 
and an electric meter. He made many im- 
provements in accumulators. He also was 
well known for his photographic appliances, 
He perfected the carbon process and the 
dry plate which revolutionized photography. 


DR. J. B. STUBBS, president of the Uni- 
versity of Nevada, died suddenly at Reno, 
Nev., yesterday morning. He was 64 years 
old. Dr. Stubb’s death was the result of 
heart failure. He died in bed without making 
any statement. The body will be taken to 
Ashland, O., where Dr. Stubbs was born, 
for burial.

Bryan Thus Outlines What 
Investors in Mexico 


May Expect. 
AT TRADE CONVENTION. 


H. G. Herget of Chicago Sees 
Canal as Handicap to the 
Middle West. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. CG, May 27.—[{Special.)— 
American business concerns engaged ip 
business in foreign countries will be pro- 
tected in thele rights by diplomatic repre- 
sentations, but not “ by force or the menace 
of force.”’ 

This was the declaration of Seoretary of 
State Bryan in addressing the 500 delegates 
to the national foreign trade convention 
heretonight. The utterance stirred extraordi- 
nary imerest among the delegates, many of 
whom oriticised it as indicating thet the Wil- 
son adiministration cannot be depended upon 
by American merchants for the same degree 
of protection in conducting business affairs 
in foreign countries as that accorded by 
previous administrations. 


Will Promote Commerce. 

“Te is the earnest purpose of the depart- 
ment of state to promote commerce am close 
industrial relations with other countries,” 
geid Mr. Bryan “ Bo far az it is possible to 
do so, it is our desire to obtain for Amer- 
icans equality of opportunity in the develop- 
ment of the resources of foreign countries 
and in the markets of the world. It is our 
intention to employ every agency of the de- 
partment of state to extend and safeguam 
American commerce and legitimate American 
enterprises in foreign lands so far as it can 
be done consistently with the sovereign 
rights of other governments.” 

Mr. Bryan said that if a wrong be done an 
American citizen in his legitimate business 
relations with a foreign government, Amer- 
ican diplomatic officers will be instructed to 
use their good effices to secure just treat- 
mént for such citizen. 

“ This rule applies,” he added, “to finan- 
cial as well as industrial engagements, but as 
to the nature and degree of the support which 
may be given to any particular enterprise, 
the department must, in accordance with its 
uniform practice, exercise its right to decide 
each case independently as it arises accord- 
ing to its merits, and always with the under- 
standing that the support promised by this 
government does not imply any obligation to 
interfere by force or by the menace of force 
in the financial or political affairs of other 
countries.’’ 


Canal Handicaps Mid-WestP 

The opening of the Panama canal will 
place the manufacturing interests of the 
middle west at a disadvantage in competing 
with rivals located on the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific coasts, and relief can be given only by 
a readjustment of freight rates and in con- 
structing the lakes to the gulf deep water- 
way. 

This was the assertion of H. G. Herget of 
Chicago, president of the Illinois Manufac- 
turers’ association, in an address before the 
convention. 

Mr. Herget held that whatever financial 
injury middle western producers will sus- 
tain from the operation of the canal would 
be increased by a remission of tolle to coast- 
wise shipping. 

Mr. Herget declared that the manufac- 
turing industries of the central states must 
have a waterway from the great lakes to the 
gulf of Mexico, so as to give them the benefit 
of water rates and to enable them to load 
vessels to foreign ports and coastwise points 
without breaking bulk. 


Illinois Second in Coal. 

“Tilinois is now the second largest coal 
producing state in the union. There is an 
inexhaustible supply of good pure water 
for manufacturing purposes, so that with 
proper and fair shipping rates, the central 
states should be anle to meet the competition 
of the world on such products of the factory 
made from the raw material grown and pro- 
duced in those states. It should be possibile 
for us to bring ore from the Mesaba range 
to Gary or South Chicago and reship from 
there manufactured steel in competition with 
Pittsburgh or Belgium. 


Hill Fears Wage Increase. 

James J. Hill, considering ‘“‘ The Future of 
Our Foreign Trade*’ in a paper intimated 
that the United States might be in danger of 
running into such e widespread industrial 
distress as Hngland now finds itselfin “ from 
attempting;to hold markets against competi- 
tors while maintaining a wage scale that 
does not permit her to meet their prices and 
does not offer to capital an inducement into 
new fields of development.”’

Out of the stir rose a plan of 
reprisal—a scheme to induce Washington 
Gardner of Albion, Mich., commander in chief 
of the Grand army, to withdrew his accep- 
tance and decline to appear at the unveiling 
of the confederate monument at Arlington on 
June 4, 

Joseph Rosenbaum, past commander of 
the Illinois G. A. R., sent a telegram to Com- 
mander Gardner urging on him the advisa- 
bility of this course of action. 


Telegram to Gardner. 

“Our comrades,” ran the telegram, “ feel 
deeply humiliated and chagrined at the ac- 
tion of our chief executive in declining te 
speak during the exercises pa Memorial day 
at Arlington and through this act failing 
now for the second time to chow due reapect 
ané honor to the memory of thoee who fell 
that the very nation over which he now pre- 
sides might live, and thereby ignoring the 
virtue and patriotism of the men who made 
it possible for him to ogeupy the position he 
now filla. 

“For thie reason it is the consensus of 
opinion that you, as chief representative of 
our organization, decline most respectfully 
and emphatically to participate in any other 
kindred services at Arlington.”’ 

Col. Jasper Darling, past commander of 
Columbia post, G. A. R., who will discuss the 
attitude of President Wilson in his Memorial 
day address at Elgin, held a conference at 
night with Mr. Rosenbaum in the Rosenbaum 
apartment at the Congress hotel. 


Plans No Attack. 

“ My remarks concerning President Wilson 
will form a proper and fitting part of my ad- 
dress,’’ said Col. Darling. ‘‘ I have my opin- 
fon as to why he refused to attend the cere- 
monies. It is not my intention, however, to 
make an attack on the president. 

*“ What I have to say, I think, will express 
the sentiments of 250,000 men who helped to 
save the chair whichf President Wilson now 
occupies.

Then, one 
fine morning, the other owners of the bank 
awoke to the fact that Henning had fled and 
that $40,000 was missing. 

Just how many depositors or how many 
savings of a lifetime were included in this 
$40,000 is not known, but it always is the 
rule in the private bank that the smallest 
depositors are the hardest hit. ' 


| Calmly Acknowledges Gambling. 

After due publicity had been given to Hen- 
ning’s exit he was caughtin New York. He 
calmly acknowledged he had gambled away 
the depositors’ funds on mining stock. He 
signed a written confession. He had been 
playing a game with other people’s money, 
for there was no law to stop him. 

The state, however, believed it had a law 
to stop Henning, and he was brought back 
and placed on trial charged with the em- 
bezziement of $40,000. .H. E. Quindel, a 
stockholder, Was cross examined yesterday 
by Clarence S. Darrow for the defense. He 
admitted the bank was p:ivate and not in- 
corporated. He admitted Henning was a 
partner and had an interest at the time he 
left. Then Attorney Darrow made the star- 
tling announcement that Henning could not 
be touched under the law. A partner cannot 
be found guilty of embezzling funds from a 
partner. The state had not a leg to stand on, 
he asserted. 


Presses Trial on $835 Charge. 

But Assistant State’s Attorney W. W, Wit- 
ty was persistent.“ Here was a man who had 
admitted looting a bank and yet could not | 
be accused of the crime he had committed... 
He decided a conviction on the full amount 
taken by Henning would be impossible, so he 
pressed trial on the specific charge that the 
former assistant cashier had embezzled $835 
in January, 1911. At that time, Mr. Witty 
argued, he was not a parther, and, therefore, 
could be charged with embezzlement. 

The defense admitted Henning was not 
& partner at that time and even that Hen- 
ning had walked off with the $835, but argued 
that, presto! the statiite of limitations had 
expired on this particular offense. There- 
upon the defense moved that the court direct 
a verdict of not guilty. Arguments on this 
motion will be presented this morning. Jf 
the court rules in favor of the defendant 
there is no other charge on which the state 
can proceed, The public’s protection against 
botere of private banks will have been 
exhausted. Henning will walk away a free 
man with power to spend any of the $40,000 
he may have.

B. E. Hopkins and J. W. Luther 
Close Doors of Jackson Park.

“GOING OUT OF BUSINESS.” 


Turn Affairs Over to Creditors to 
Realize on Assets. 


In 1900 Byron M. Hopkins was station 
agent for the Illinois Central in Paxton, Ill, 
and Jemes W. Luther was in the traffic de- 
partment of the Chicago Junction railroad. 

In 1906 a gilt sign on a window of the 
building at 1405 East Sixty-third street an- 
nounced the Jackson Park bank, conducted 
by Hopkins & Luther. 

The private bank did nicely, so a few years 
later Hopkins & Luther bought the four 
story brick building at 1402 East Sixty-third 
street, which they value at $55,000, and 
moved the bank to the first floor. 


Buy Plantation in South. 

Then more than a year ago they decided on 
another departure and bought a big rice 
plantation in Louisiana and Arkansas. It 
was about this time that the Woodlawn 
Trust and Savings bunk, a state supervised 
institution, loaned the Jackson Park bank 
$20,000 on Its bullding. 

According to Hopkins, the bank’s condi- 
tion, as shown by a statement of March 9, 
1914, was excellent. Its assets, he declared, 
were about $85,000 mere than its liabilities. 

Last Monday Hopkins went to his down- 
town correspondent, the National City bank, 
for an additional lean to the $13,000 it had 
been carrying. 

“The directors will have to act on tiis,’’ 
he was told. ‘‘ Come back in a half hour and 
we will let you know.”’ 


Refused Further Loan. 

“ We want to know how your bank stands, 
Mr. Hopkins,” the directors said, and at the 
end of ten minutes he was told: ‘“‘ Weare 
sorry, but we cannot advance you more 
money.”’ 

Still Hopkins and Luther thought they 
could weather the storm. 

But the ‘‘ friends’’ who had money evi- 
dently decided to keep it. So the partners 
thought the matter over. The bank opened 
as usual yesterday morning. George Par- 
radee, manager of a Stony Island avenue 
manufacturing concern, took more than $100 
to his old time friends and it was accepted. 
An hour later the Woodlawn Trust and Sav- 
ings bank telephoned the Jackson Park, ask- 
ing for $2,000 on checks. 

‘‘Sorry,”’ was the reply, “‘ but we are just 
going out of business.” 

It was the fifth private bank closed. this 
month.

ACCUSES “L” ROADS OF FRAUD 


Hoyne Raps Union Consolidated 
and Union Elevated. 


HE FILES QUO WARRANTO. 


Says Roads Made Fictitious Increase 
of Indebtedness. 


State’s Attorney Hoyne, by means of Spe- 
cial Counsel Glenn E. Plumb and Donald 
R. Richberg, filed quo warranto proceedings 
yesterday in the Circuit court against the 
Union Consolidated Elevated Railway com- 
pany and the Union Elevated Railway com- 
pany. 

The bill accused these companies with 
“committing a fraud upon the people of 
the state of Illinois and making a fictitious 
increasé of their indebtedness,” by the al- 
leged issuance of stocks and bonds in ex- 
cess of the actual physical value of the 
roads. It is charged that each of the com- 
panies has forfeited its right to its charter 
under the constitution and statutes. 


Will Affect Other Roads, 
Whether this is part of a program to get 
the elevated roads down to a fair valuation 
of their properties in the proposed consolida- 
tion with the surface lines, or whether it is 
an attempt to forfeit the charters of the 


companies was not given out by the state's | 


attorney's Office. It was said that a decision 
in this proceeding will have an effect upon 
most of the railroads in the state and per- 
haps other transportation companies. 


Shows Issuance of Stocks, 

The bill recites’the history of the construc- 
tion of the roAds, showing the issuance of 
stocks and bonds from time to time. It is 
claimcd that the actual cost of the construc- 
tion and equipment of the Union company 
was not more than $2,277,551, while the total 
stock and bond issues were $9,378,000. Like 
data is supplied regarding the other com- 
pany.

Manufacturers’ President Charges 
Flimflam Tactics Were Adopted.

The brickmakers’ union will not have the 
support of the various crafts of the Building 
Trades council, nor)/the teamsters’ union, in 
its efforts to prevent the delivery of brick. 
Officials of these organizations announced 
yesterday that the teamsters would haul 
brick just as soon as the plants were ready 
to open again. 

The bricklayers and other crafts of the 
Building Trades council will not strike if the 
bricks are not made by union brickmakers. 


Places to Be Filled. 

The plants will be manned with nonunion 
men. William Schlake, president of the Cook 
County Brick Manufacturers’ association, 
gaid that never again would the brickmakers 
deal with the unions after the “ flimflam ” 
tactics of the Brickmakers’ District council 
had been exposed. 

Millions of brick are stored at some of the 
yards and the first move in the breaking 
of the strike will be to deliver these, Mr. 
Schlake said. 

Late in the day, the Le Bahn brick yards 
in Evanston asked for police protection. Of- 
ficials of the company told the police that 
their employés had been threatened by the 
striking brickmakers. 


Council Committee Fails. 

The council committee that was appointed 
to end the strike has failed in its efforts. It 
adjourned sine die without making recom- 
mendations.

EXPERTS’ REPORT 


Council Committee Fails to 
Find Error in Board of Su- 


pervising Engineers. 


CRITICS -ON DEFENSIVE.. 


Hearing of Accountants’ Find- 
ings Will Be Continued To- 
day Before Aldermen. 


* BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

The merit of the attack on the “ good faith ” 
of the board of supervising engineers was 
taken up last night by the local transporta- 
tion committee. Although the aldermen 
voted on none of the three points raised, the 
board had suffered little or none in their opin- 
ion, judging from expressions by the council- 
men. . 

The committee waived aside the indorse- 
ment of its bookkecping methods by the 
council in the 1913 unification traetién GMh- 
nance and asked a full investigation) Waltér 
L. Fisher,,.who aided in the traction settie- 
ment, appeared as the attorney for Bion J- 
Arnold, head of the board. an 


Experts on Defensive,, .... | 

During much of the session Barrow, Wade, 
Guthrie, & Co., expert accountantg, on whose 
report the attack on the board is based, ap- 
peared to be more on the defensive than the 
supervising engineers. President Busby of 
the Chicago City railway referred to one 
criticism of the accountants as “‘ a quibble.” 
Ald. Capitain said their report “ is unfair.” 
Ald. Bergen asserted the accountants were 
instructed to make an investigation “‘ under 
the various ordinanées " and had “ failed to 
comply with instructions.” 

E. E. Gore appeared for the accountants 
and announced his firm had limited its in- 
quiry to the 1907 ordinances because “ that 
is the only controlling ordinance for last 
year.”” He denied he quibbled and added 
that he was not a prosecutor and had no in- 
tention or desire to act in that capacity. 


Show Their Method Best. 
It can be said that no evidence was pro- 
duced to show that the city has lost one dol- 
lar by the methods of the board. The mem- 


bers of the board contended in interest alone 


they had obtained for the city between $5U,- 
000 and $60,000, which would have been lost 
had the methods of the accountants been 
followed. That statement was not disputed. 

Mr. Gore said at one time the committee 
had sustained his contention that the board 
had made ‘“‘a misstatement of facts ’’ in its 
certificates regarding expenditures on new 
construction. 

*‘No, no, no,” chorused the aldermen in 
reply. Mr. Gore’s contention was that 
money for construction should be supplied 
out of new and additional funds, while he 
asserted it was obta!ned out of the gross 
receipts of the transportation line. He said 
after the meeting his stand was ‘“ technic- 
ally correct.” 

From the speeches of the aldermen the im- 
pression was conveyed that they thought it 
immaterial whether the accountant’s state- 
nrérit “Waé true or false. 


Loss to City? 

** Was there any financial logs to the city? ” 
asked Ald. Richert. 

‘it depends upon the interest gained,” re- 
plied Mr. Gore. 

“We wiil show thet the city got $3,800 
more interest last year by our method than 
by the plan you suggest,” replied Mr. Ar- 
nold. 

“ By making time deposits they could have 
received a rate above 2 per cent,”’ commented 
Mr. Gore. 

‘“ We agbave the approval of the controller 
for that’rate,” replied Mr. Arnold. 

“The city is only able to get two and one- 
quarter per cent on its traction fund, which 
it could put out on interest for a year at a 
time,’’ put {In Attorney Fisher. 

Later Mr. Fisher asked three times: “ Did 
you find anything in these certificates which 
caused you to question the good faith of the 
board?” 


“Can’t Make You Answer.” 

Mr. Gore said that was a question which 
he should not be called on to answer. He 
said his firm had only reported the facts. 

“I can’t make you answer,’ commented 
Attorney Fisher. 

“We will show that in the last six years 
we have gained between $50,000 and $60,000 
in interest for the city which would have 
been lost on your system,” added Arnold

‘Ts the action of the board relative to this 
certificate contrary to the 1907 ordinance,”’ 
asked Ald.

REPRIMAND IN THE LIST. 


Disbarment and Expulsion Other 


Penalties. 


The Chicago Bar association has evolved a 
new plan for weeding out shyster lawyers. 
It has not yet been adopted, but has been 
reported favorably by the grievance com- 
mittee. 

Attorney Delbert ‘A. Clithero, a member 
of the committee, told the details of the plan 
to the Illinois State Bar association at its 
meeting last night at the Hotel La Salie. 

“Up to two years ago the association felt 
that it could do nothing except in instances 
where the case was strong enough to war- 
rant filing an information for disbarmer 
before the Supreme court,” said Mr. Clitheroe. 
“If you were permitted to go through the 
files of the grievance committee you would 
find envelopes full of cases, not individually 
strong enough to warrant disbarment against 
certain lawyers. They go along year in and 
year out, violating the ethics of the pro- 


weasion. The only code of ethics they have 


is the criminal code. They do anything 
they think they can get by with. Many never 
could be disbarred. 

.*' The grievance committee has evolved a 
plan for punishment of:this kind of lawyer.” 


Plan of Punishment Offered. 

The plan includes punishment to offending 
lawyers as follows: 

(a) Private admonition by. the. griev- 
ance committee. 

(b) Name posted on bulletin board of 
the association for specified time. 

(ec) Public admonition at a regular 
meeting of the association. 

(ad) Announcement in the regular pub- 
lication of the association. 

(e) Suspension from the association. 

(f) Expulsion. 

(g) Information filed in the Supreme 
court requesting private admonition. 

(h) Information requesting admonition 
in open court. 

(i) Information requesting temporary 
disbarment. 

(j) Information requesting permanent 
disbarment. 

“Of course it may sound absurd to sus 
pend lawyers from the association who never 
have been members,” continued the speaker. 
“It will have the effect of inspiring most 
lawyers to join. The bar must regain the po- 
sition and the respect which it has lost.” 


Assets Courts Help Criminals,

School of Journalism Costs Professor 


Students from College. 


Marietta, O., May 27.—[Special.}—A. DB. 
Morse, professor of political science, hae re- 
signed his chair and a senior and a junior 
have been ousted as a result of the addition 
of a school of journalism to the course at 
Marietta college. 

Prof. Morse resigned two months ago. He 
said his reasons were that he was a “ Pro- 
gressive,” while George W. Hinman, the 
new president, was a conservative; that their 
several differences created an atmosphere in 
which he did not feel academically free, and 
that Mr. Hinman did not assign him classes 
in the new school of journalism. Prof. Morse 
did not contend that anybody had interfered 
with him in any way in his teachings; he 
simply did not like the Hinman atmoephere. 
After his resignation Prof. Morse secured 
the cotperation of two editors of the College 
Olio, a monthly, and the result was an edi- 
tion largely devoted to assailing the college 
and its management. One of the editors was 
expelled and the other was suspended indeli- 
nitely. 

Prof. Morse contends that Mr. Hinman 
demoralizes the students by tolerating mod- 
erm dances. 

Prof. Morse is to publish a pamphlet em- 
bodying ideas of the perils that menace Ma- 
rietta on account of the Hinman administra- 
tion.

UNIONS AND ANTI-TRUST LAWS. 

It is reported from Washington that 
President Wilson and Samuel Gompers, 
Tepresenting the American Federation of 
Labor, have agreed on an amendment 
exempting trades unions -and farmers’ 
associations from prosecution under the 
federal anti-trust law. 

If combinations of labor were regarded 
by the law precisely-ag combinations of 
capital, then the oldest and strongest 
unions, such as the Typographical, the 
Brotherhood ‘of Leeomotive Engineers 
and of Firemen, the United Mine Workers, 
Wérg-would be illegal and sub- 
‘Sect ‘> iinmediate attack and dissolution 
by federal authority. The Federation of 
Labor itself would be an organization 
without the law. 

In theory it may be difficult to draw 
a distinction between a combination of a 
few men to fix the price of their com- 
modity and a combination of many men 
to fix the price of their labor. Never- 
theless, it must be remembered that at- 
tack under the federal law would not de- 
stroy unionism. It would merely drive 
it underground and would play directly 
into the hands of the L W. W. element. 

We do not believe that effective trades 
unionism should be forbidden by law any 
more than we believe that large combina- 
tions of capital, “ trusts,” should be for- 
bidden by law. But we believe that both 
should be regulated. | 

Trades and industrial unions are today 
about the only important form of social 
activity not regulated by society. The 
railroads, telegraphs, steamships, mines, 
newspapers, butchers, bakers, and can- 
diestick makers all are subject to control 
by either city, state, or nation. In many 
cases, as, for instance, the railroads, they 
are regulated by all three at once, 

The union movement unquestionably has 
been of great service to civilization. Un- 
questionably, also, it has been, and in 
many of its aspects it remains, full of 
grave abuses. To attempt to abolish the 
abuses by abolishing unions would be as 
futile as reactionary. Much of the best 
in the union movement would be lost, 
while the worst—the violence and graft 
—would remain and probably increase. 

But union men and women must re- 
alize that unions, like other forms of so 
cial activity, must come under the more 
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that this will happen before long. If 
actual incorporation is not desirable be 
cause of the danger, fancied or real, that 
anion treasuries would be attacked in 
eternal lawsuits, then some other form of 
registration with state or national author- 
ities will be inevitable. 


AN EXPLORER OF HUMANITY. 

Jacob A. Riis has earned an undoubted 
place in American history. He was an ex- 
plorer of humanity, and his explorations 
contributed greatly, to the socialization of 
our civic life. 

At a time when the average citizen had 
no idea that such a thing as abject poverty 
could flourish in the United States, Jacob 
Riis discovered the “ other half” with its 
wretchedness, ahd want, and crime. He 
was a pioneer in the agitation for social jus- 
tice in days when to fight for the masses was 
far less popular than it is today. 

Though he came to the United States as 
an immigrant, he approaches the American 
spirit more nearly than many native sons, 
This is especially seen in his career as a 
reformer. He had not, as many reformers 
in other countries have done, laid down 
beautiful but utopian tracts for intellectual 
exaltation. Instead, he rolled up his 
sleeves and worked and fought for practical] 
accomplishments, living in the present in- 
stead of speculating about the future. He 
was a man of action instead of theories. 

That his faith in the nobility of man in- 
creased with years, in spite of the slowness 
with which we are making progress toward 
the elimination of the evils that he first 
pointed out, speaks well for the character 
and broad-mindedness of the man whom 
Theodore Roosevelt once enthusiastically 
called *‘ America’s most useful citizen.”

FLY SEASON. 

OW is the time to kill flies. The 
weather is getting warm and the 
“holdovers”’ will soon begin to 
propagate; hence the importance of 
destroying the winter fly. It is the 

mother of the summer swarm. By destroy- 
ing the winter fly before it has had time to 
lay its eggs the breeding of millions of flies 
in July and August is prevented. 

According to the bulletin issued by the 
committee on sewerage of the Merchants’ 
association of New York a single fly is capa- 
ble of depositing 150 eggs at one time and 
of producing five or six batches during its 
short life. The progeny of a single pair of 
flies, assuming that they all live, if pressed 
together at the end of the summer, would 
occupy a space of over 14,000,000 cubic feet. 
These figures show the incalculable posei- 
bilities of a single fly and how vital it is to 
dégtroy the winter flies. 


~so- 

A vigorous anti-fly campaign should be 
kept up during the summer and early fall 
months. Cities should have clean-up weeks 
until they get into the habit of keeping 
clean. This is the best way to make war on 
the disease-spreading housefly. 

Every one should keep up a vigorous war- 
fare against the fly, as it is the most active 
of all disease spreaders. It feeds upon hu- 
man spittle and carries the germs of con- 
sumption, summer complaint, typhoid, and 
dysentery.

W. Scott Mathews, state food commis- 
sioner of Illinois, in bulletin 29 gives the fol- 
lowing advice to householders who wish to 
help in an effort to minimize the harm done 
by flies: 

1. Don’t buy food from any dealer 
who refuses to fight the fly. 

2. Don’t purchase fruits or vegeta- 
bles offered for sale unscreened. 

8. Don’t patronize any dealer who 
hauls your food through the streets and 
alleys unprotected. 

4. Don’t eat fresh fruits without 
thoroughly washing or peeling them. 

5. Don’t keep garbage or refuse 
around the house. 

6. Don’t throw dishwater and simi- 
lar slops into the yard, as this “draws” 
flies. 

7. Don’t allow flies to get on the 
baby. 

8. Don’t allow your neighbor to be 
careless as to flies. 

9. Don’t forget to notify the local 
health officer of any fly nuisance.

Several doctors have told me 
that I am physically perfect and need three 
months of absolute rest, but as I am nursing 
a five month old baby this advice is use- 
less.”’ 

REPLY. 

Neurasthenia is a combination of bad mental! 
habits. Some people cure their bad habits, others 
do not. Bad habits are easier to cure in some 
people than in others. That is one side of the 
question, 

Some people have more persistence and more in- 
telligence than others, and that is another side 
of the question of curing bad habits. 

Some people cure the nevrasthenia habit. Some 
do not, either because they are very much wrapped 
up in themselves, or out of relation with their 
associates, or badly off the keel in some other 
way, or because they do not try persistently and 
intelligently and patiently. 

Knowing nothing about you I cannot tell how 
you can cure your neurasthenfa. Perhaps your 
physicians can direct you to some one who will 
analyze your mental processes and set you at the 
proper tasks.

BODY LICE TREATMENT. 
EK. M. L. writes: ‘“ Will you k.acly let me 
know if there is any cure for body lice?” 


REPLY. 

The Pennsylvania state bulletin says: ‘‘ Treat- 
ment should be directed to the infested clothing, 
where the parasite and nits are to be found. All 
garments should be thoroughly baked, boiled, or 
gone over with a hot iron to destroy them. How- 
ever, a general tub bath of cormpsive sublimate is 
advisable, because of the nits which are attached 
to the fine hairs; eight tablets of bichloride of 
mercury to a tub of water makes a strong enough 
solution for thfs purpose.’’ | 

Bichloride of mercury is a violent poison. Care 
must be taken to see that the water Is safely dis- 
posed of. It is unsafe to keep bichloride tablets 
arovnd the house. ‘Therefore, if one is using this 
method, one should get just eight tablets. If 
there be need to repeat the bath a fresh supply of 
tablets can be ebtained.

However, if he absented himself from his 
studies it was in order to frequent the sales- 
rooms of Christie, which exercised an ir- 
resistible fascinatign over the boy. 

His presence was noted by the members 
of the firm, and at length they asked him 
whether he would care to take service with 
them. The lad was overjoyed and at once 
expressed his willingness. 

The next day his father, the late Sir Fran- 
cis Laking, principal physician to King Ed- 
ward and to King George, visited the Chris- 
ties and the necessary arrangements were 
completed. 

~o- 

Young Laking’s rise was rapid. Ina few 
years he was appointed the expert of the 
firm, a most responsible position and one 
requiring endless knowledge of art, artists, 
and periods. 

There is not a museum in Europe with 
which he is not intimately acquainted, and 
he knows the contents of most private col- 
lections better than the collectors them- 
selves. 

European experts are united in declaring 
that he is the one of their number who is 
always right. Neither Queen Mary nor 
Alexandra ever purchases even the most 
trivial art object without consulting him, 
and he is as constantly called in to advise 
George V. as he was summoned for the same 
purpose by King Edward VII. 

Although Sir Guy is known as the keeper 
of the king’s armory and possesses an ab- 
solutely unrivaled knowledge of_armor, his 
authority as an expert extends to porce- 
lains, furniture, tapestries, in fact to every 
branch of art, and his volumes on the furni- 
ture at Windsor and on the Sevres porce- 
lain there and at Buckingham palace ere 
known throughout the art world. © 

He has an official residence at St. Jame# 
palace, is married to a daughter of Charles 
Myine Barker, and has a little boy and a 
girl.

The office of “ king’s armourer,”’ held by 
Sir Guy, is an ancient one, and in the reign 
of Henry VIII. was filled by Sir Thomas 
Woolner. 

In those days its duties were limited to 
looking after the sovereign’s hardware 
habiliments. Today its duties are more 
multifarious, since, as I have pointed out 
above, it virtually includes the care of all 
the art treasurers in the royal palaces,

The late Sir Francis Laking owed his con- 
nection with the royal family to the fact 
that he lived in Pall Mall, just opposite the 
gates of Marlborough house, to which he 
was summoned one day in a momient of 
emergency. That brought him into contact 
with King Edward and Queen Alexandra, 
who then as Prince and Princess of Wales 
made their home there. 

They took a great liking to him; he soon 
became their principal medical attendant 
and not only brought King George through 
that terrible attack of typhoid fever to which 
his elder brother, the late Duke of Clarence. 
succumbed, but also was in supreme charge

Until a couple of weeks ago no memorial 
of any kind existed to honor the name of that 
remarkable young Scotchman of the times 
of Queen Elizabeth whose appearance and 
whose gifts were so remarkable that he 
lives today in the history of Great Britain, 
of Italy, of France, indeed, in that of many 
other continental countries, as the ‘‘ Ad- 
mirable’’ Crichton. 

This nmeglect has now been repaired by 
Douglas Crichton, an archeeologist of the 
family to which he belonged and who with 
the permission of the ecclestiastical and 
secular authorities of Mantua has just 
caused a memorial tablet recording his vir- 
tures as well as his birth and manner of 
death to be placed in the ancient church of 
San Simone in the city of Mantua 

This permission could not be obtained until 
Douglas Crichton had succeeded by means of 
much research in proving to the satisfaction 
of all concerned that the « Admirable ”’ 
Crichton had been entombed within the pre- 
cincts of San Simone, thus setting at rest 
all the doubts which had prevailed until 
recently as to the place of his sepulture 
after his tragic death on July 5, 1582.

If his tomb were left unmarked until the 
other day it was because the formerly 
sovereign house of Gonzaga, which reigned 
80 long over Mantua and which still is ex. 
tensively represented in the higher ranks 
of the Italian aristocracy, did not relish any- 
thing that could call to minda particularly 
cowardly crime perpetrated by one of its 
leading members. 

James Crichton, who was only thirty-two 
when he met with his death, was the £0n 
of Mary Queen of Scots’ lord advocate 
Robert Crichton, and through his mother ® 
daughter of James Stewart of Beath, he 
was able to claim royal descent. 

He was only fourteen when he took his 
degree as bachelor of arts at the University 
of St. Andrew and seventeen when he be- 
came master of arts at the same university. 

In the following year he was astonishing 
every Ome with his classica] knowledge, his 
wonderful attainments, his readiness and 
versatility as a poet, his astounding memory 
and his extraordinarily good looks in the 
leading circles of the French capital. ! 

It is on record that while in Paris he suc- 


cessfully held a dispute in the College of 
Navarre on one day on any subject and in 


“ twelve languages and that on the following 


morning he won a tilting match at the 
Louvre. 

For two years he served in the Presich | 
army; then became adviser to the Doge of 
Genoa and after that to the Doge of Venice.

At. the University of Padua he carried 
everything before him and finally, in an 
evil hour, accepted the invitation of the 
reigning Duke of Mantua to take up his 
residence at his court as the mentor of his 
son and heir, Prince Vincenzo di Gonzaga, 

This prince became so tired of alwaye 
having the “ Admirable” Crichton held up 
to him by his father and by others as an 
example for him to follow that he ended by 
developing the most’ intense hatred for him. 

One night while walking home through a 
dark street Crichton was attacked by four 
masked men, three of whom were hired 
bravos while the fourth was the young 
prince. 

Crichton, who was a magnificent Sw ords- 
man, killed one of his adversaries, disabled 
amother, and wounded a third. 

When in the struggle the mask fell from 
the face of his foufth adversary, whom he 
was about to transpierce, and he recognized 
Prince Vincenzo di Gonzaga, he let the point 
of his sword drop, unwilling to kill or even 
harm his royal pupil and the son of his

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‘Modern Peace Treaties 


Backward Steps—Moore. 


OHONK LAKB, N. Y., May 27.—Jobn 

Bassett Moore, presiding at the open- 

ing session of the twentieth annual 

Lake Mohonk Cénference on Interna- 

tional Arbitration here today, declared 
that existing arbitration treaties were back- 
ward steps. As far back as 1794 he found 
the United States and Great Britain admitting 
to arbitration in a sweeping manner certain 
points which would be subject to exception 
or restriction under the treaty with Great 
Britain today, 

“AS we are somewhat prone to boast of 
leading the van in the cause of peace, it may 
be worth our while to consider,” he said, 
“whether we should not occupy a position 
more advanced than that which we now hold if 
we were to go back to the practice we adopted 
120 years ago.” 

Mr. Moore, whose resignation last March 
from the high office of counselor of the state 
department stirred Washington with rumors 
of a clash with Secretary Bryan, made no at- 
tack upon the policies of his former chief. He 
spoke favorably of the pending “Bryan peace 
treaties.” 

There was no doubt that since the Lake 
Mohonk conferences began, twenty years ago, 
the cause of international “ cojperation,” as he 
put it, had made striking advances, the most 
remarkable instances of which were the two 
Hague conferences of 1899 and 1907. 

“But the numerous treaties concluded since 
the Hague convention for the purpose of mak- 
ing arbitration obligatory in certain cases, do 
not, in my opinion,” he said, “ represent a gen- 
eral advance, and certainly do not represent an 
advance on the part of the United States.”

BOOK of food prescriptions is interest- 
ing and makes one want to try out all 
‘sorts of things on herself to increase her 
efficiency. The book of food prescrip- 
tions is just the beginning for the cook, 
too, or may be, for with it she can make more 
intelligent combinations and devise more agree- 
able substitutes than she ever thought of be- 
fore. 

You have to take food. Why not make it 
your medicine? You can, if you will, and the 
economy is far more than the saving of doc- 
tor’s bills and the account at the. druggist’s 

Perhaps your physician has told you that you 
must not eat asparagus if you have rheuma- 
tism. But you like asparagus. Look in the 
prescription book and see what it says. Alas! 
It says that it has a high percentage of ex- 
tractive matter that is purin. Th’'s is bad. It 
says many other things, among them that it has 
a higl percentage of iron and that is good. So 
if you have no rheumatism, but need minerals, 
here is a splendid food. ,

Here is some more of the count against it: 
'“ Asparagus is apt to irritate and congest the 
kidneys, and while increasing the production of 
uric acid it impedes its elimination. Traces 
of manganese are found in its ash. Dyspeptics 
should partake solely of the tips when quite 
green and in small quantitfes‘only. In arthritic 
gout, diseases of the kidneys, of the heart, and 
ithe liver . it is better to abstain.’ 
However, suppose we find that it is an ex- 
| cess only of the bad things, such as are found 
' not only in asparagus but in many other foods, 
that is contrary to our physiological idfosyn- 
crasy. Here is one way. to get around it. In- 
stead of eating all the asparagus we are tempt- 
-ed to eat, guided by palate. gratification, sup- 
‘pose we extend its taste by a food which does 
not have any of the same bad effects. We ex- 
tend meat for money economy’s sake. Let us 
here extend a food for the sake of physiolog- 
ical economy, something we give almost no at- 
tention. Here is a way to do it: 

ASPARAGUS AND POTATO PUREE—Put to 
boil three pints of cold water, lightly salted. 
When it boils drop into it four new potatoes 
just under medium size, peeled and cut into 
three pieces each. Let them boil ten minutes. 
Then drop in one small bunch of asparagus, 
well washed and broken up into inch pieces. 
Let boil twenty minutes. ©kim out and mash,

or mash and put through a strainer. The latter 
way will of course make the finer and softer 
puré, but there will be waste, and the cellu- 
lose of asparagus is probably good “ roughage,” 
that is, it furnishes bulk, which we probably 
need to have when we eat such things as purées 
more than when we eat things which we chew 
finely. Add to this purée two ounces of butter 
and dry over a hot fire, stirring it all the time. 

In making this purée only a quart or a little 
more of water need be used and this will en- 
tirely cook away. But if you take the larger 


-Quantity you can use it for a soup and it is 


waste to throw it away. If the purée is put 
through a sieve, seasoned and dried, this water 
and some milk, or, better, cream, can be added 
for a soup. But almost any one would, prob- 
ably, like it better as a purée. It can be put 
into buttered molds and turned out after being 
cooked in the oven, as we would prepare mashed 
potato timbales for garnishing. 

Perhaps a doctor would not guarantee this as 
good for a dyspeptic, and then again perhaps he 
would if it aroused the appetite and gratified 
the sufferer physically, as pleasing food so 
often does.

“The Book of Useful Plants” describes the 
experiment which the children do when they 
commence to study cookery. All over the world 
they are likely to learn about the potato early 
in this study. Here is the ~--scription with 
some additions: 

“Grate a raw potato after washing and peel- 
ing it and pour cold water over the pulp. Drain 
and squeeze all the liquid possible into a glass 
tumbler. At first it is milky, then a white sedi- 
ment appears, and the liquid above it is clear. 
Dry the sediment and it cracks like dried mud. 
It is caked potato starch, like the laundry 
starch we buy. The clear fluid that you pour off 
of the starch contains albume:, like white of 
egg. Heat the liquid and this coagulates. With 
the albumen is a small amount of sugar and 
fat and gum. These are the elements, combined 
with starch, that make potatoes so important 
a food. Dried, the potato would be about the 
equivalent of rice and a much more condensed 
food than it is. Three-quarters of the bulk of 
potatoes, when they are dug, must be counted 
out. It is water.” 

Potatoes are dried in South America, where 
people use this vegetabie in many more ways 
than we do. Old fashioned housewives made 
their own laundry starch from the potato, 
cleansed silks with it, etc. 
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Long Gat a “Triumph | 
Fraught with Danger. 


ARIS.—[Special Correspondence.]—I was 

reading recently in a most entertaining 

and informative fashion paper published 

here an article which dwelt at length on 

the triumph of. the long eape. That this 
wonderful garment is triumphant in the sense 
that it is practically ubiquitous cannot be de- 
nied, but the triumph is fraught with much 
danger for the average woman. Capes, espe- 
cially the long ones, are full of mischief. They 
take, or seem to take, malicious delight in lead- 
ing their wearers into paths which are full of 
pitfalls.

At Auteuil and Longchamps, for example, 
there is one silhouette which stands away from 
all the others; it is the silhouette of a woman 
wearing a short, skimpy skirt, a long plaited 
tunic, a long and immensely wide cape, and a 
narrow toque decorated with an exaggeratedly 
high mount. This is the silhouette of 1914, and 
when it is exploited by certain women it is 
quite charming. Nevertheless, it is full of 
danger. To realize it one has only to look 
through a series of photographs taken in the 
pesage of Auteuil or Longchamps. The first 
thing that suggests itself is that nearly all of 
the women are short and stout. This is, of 
course, the effect produced by the particular 
kind of dress. 

Any one who cares to observe carefully will 
notice nine women out of ten these days look 
more graceful when they are sitting than when 
they are standing. The silhouette of 1914is dis- 
tinctly picturesque, but the combination of the 
ultra long tunic and the ultra short skirt, not to 
mention the enormous cape, dwarfs the figure. 
This cannot be denied. 


Taking up the weiss of capes in detail, it 
seems the styles revealed by old family albums 
are omnipresent again, and dressiness is their 
chief distinctive feature. One of the ideally 
summer models I saw in a restaurant in the 
Bois was of old gold broche silk crépe with 
upstanding frills of satin to match the neck and 
then narrowing as they go, to border the fronts, 
till they fasten together with a tasseled orna- 
ment at the waist, where the lower fullness is 
draped upwards into a plaited cording of satin.

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“ETERNAL TRIANGLE” IN TRIAL 
AFTER DEATH OF CHICAGOAN. 


Dr. Elam of St. Joseph, Mo., Begins 
Fight in Court Over Shooting of 
W. P. Cramer. 


Kansas City, Mo., May 27.—A story of the 
“eternal triangle ’’—two men and a woman 
was told in the Criminal court here today 
in the trial of Dr. W. T. Elam, a leading 
St. Joseph physician, charged with the mur- 
der of W. Putnam Cramer of Chicago, an ad- 
vertising solicitor. 

Testimony offered showed that both me: 
were victims—Cramer, who lost his life at 
the hands of a jealous husband, and Dr. 

Elam, who was driven to commit the crime 
by his belief in a suspicion. 

In his opening statement Floyd Jacobs, 
prosecuting attorney, asked for “the extreme 


witnesses to admit Elam’s actions were 
those of a man in a highly nervous condi- 
tion, thus bearing out the outlined defense, 
which will be justifiable homicide, with self- 
defense and possibly emotional insanity as 
contributing elements. 

The most important testimony developed 
was that of John T. Glynn, a detective of St. 


Joseph, who had been employed by Dr. 
Elam to investigate the relations of Cramer 
and his wife. He asserted that Dr. Elam 
had never suggested violence or expressed 
hatred for Cramer, and that Elam had al- 
ways said ‘all he wanted was the truth, 
that he might know how to act toward his 
wife.”’

WHITE CHAMPION, 
OPINION OF FANS 


Ring Followers Ready to Rec- 
ognize Charley as King of 
Lightweights. 


CANT CLAIM THE TITLE. 


Ritchie So Badly Battered He 
' Could Not Have Continued 
Battle Mueh Longer.

That Chariey White; €hicago'’s premier 
Ughtweight, who gave Champion - Willie 
Ritchie the worst lacing of his career in the 
ring of the Queensberry A. C. of Milwaukee 
on Tuesday night in a ten round bout, will 
be universally recognized as the lightweight 
Champion is the opinion of ali the fans who 
Saw the battle. Technicaly White cannot 
claim the title because decisions cannot be 
Given by the referee in Wisconsin, but hada 
verdict been allowed White wad be the 
present champion. Lh! © 

If the contest had been two’ or three 
rounds longer Ritchie surely would tave 
been defeated eith.r by a knockout or by 
interference on the part of the referee. The 
champion could scarcely see in the final ses- 
gion and the relentiess manner in which 
Charley drove rights and lefts to Willie’s 
swollen eyes and nose would have made it 
impossible for Ritchie to see to defend him- 
self any longer. 


White’s Showing Big Surprise. 

White's showing was a revelation to the 
boxing fans. Only a few conceded Charley 
a chance of beating the champion, and the 
consensus of opinion was that White would 
have to score a knockout to win. Before 
the contest Ritchie ruled a 10 to 7 favorite, 
and several wagers were placed on the cham- 
pion at odds of 2to 1. In Milwaukee several 
bets were made at 100 to 30, the decision to 
be left to the Cream City newspapers. 

The betting price didn’t dishearten White. 
He trained as he never before had trained 
for a battle. He was not discouraged when 
told that Ritchie would either stop him or 
e€ut him to ribbons. He was not downhearted 
when he heard some of his friends were bet- 
ting on the champion. 

The beating Ritchie received was the worst 
that a lightweight champion ever has suf- 
fered in a bout over the short route. Even 
“ Battling ’”’ Nelson and Ad Wolgast, former 
titleholders, who were not recognized as 
scientific boxers, never took as bad a licking 
as Ritchie received, and it may be a long time 
before another champion will leave the ring 
in the condition Willie was in after Tuesday's 
bout. 


Ritchie Beaten in First Round. 
There is no doubting the assertion that 
White took most of the fight out of the 


champion in the first round, when he barely 
missed winning the championship. Charley 
caught Ritchie flush on the jaw with his famous 
left hook, and quick as a fiash he crossed his 
right to the other sde of the champion’s face. 
Willie immediately backed up, but White was on 
top of him in a flash and belted him with both 
hands to the head and body. 

It was in this round that White lost a big op- 
portunity by not measuring his opponent and let- 
ting go a well directed left or right. Ritchie was 
helpless, and it would not have taken a hard 
punch to send him to the canvas, but instead of 
following this fighting custom White whaled away 
with both hands and hit Ritchie everywhere but 
on @ vital point. 


Charley’s Hooks Offset Jabs. 


Ritchie’s jabbing was more than offset by White’s 
Gamaging lefts and rights. Whenever Charley 
landed one of his hooks the champion invariably 
retreated or went into close quarters to avoid 
further punishment, At times White made Ritchie 
look foolish by forcing him to miss by wide mar- 
gins. On the other hand Charley seldom missed. 

White is now ready to meet Ritchie in a long fight 
and allow the champion to weigh in at 135 pounds 
at 5 o'clock. 

When Ritchie applied for admiasion to the 
building to prepare for the fight the doorkeeper 
refused to let him pass. The champion told the 
custodian of the ticket box who he was, but stil] 
he was unable to get in. Ritchie left in a huff 
and started to walk back to his hotel. In the 
meantime some one had recognized the champion 
and told Promoter Andrews, who ran half a block 
before he overtook the Californian. Andrews had 
difficulty to explain the situation, but after a 
short talk Ritchie retraced his steps toward the 
door. As he approached the entrance he waved 
to about fifteen persons who were in the lobby to 
come in to see the fight as his guests. Andrews 
and the doorman were helpless to stop the stam- 
pede. Ritchie was satisfied, for he had secured 
revenge. 


Fail to Observe Rules. 


Chicago fams are of the opinion the boxing com- 
mission is lax in the enforcement of its rules. 
Rule 18 of the code states: ‘‘ Chief or main match 
or exhibition shall commence not later than 10 p. 
m.’* Ritchie did not enter the ring until 10:28 
Pp. m., and White crawled through the ropes two 
minutes later. It took the principals ten minutes 
to adjust the gloves, with the result the fight was 
forty minutes late in starting. 

e receipts of the house amounted to $14,774, 
which was at least $10,0:0 short of the sale ex- 
pected. As Ritchie's 45 per cent did not exced hig 
guarantee of $10,000, the champion took the latter 
amount. White received 22% per cent, which 
amounted to $3,824.15. The boxing commission 
deducted 5 per cent and the promoters had to pay 
$1,000 for the use of the building. The club lost 
about $2,909 on the show.

Durbar, Quoted at 20 to 1, 
Takes the English Classic 
by Three Lengths, 


YANKEE MAC GEE JOCKEY. 


U.8. Contingent Carries Off Large 
Sums as Result of the Un- 
expected Victory. 


EPSOM, England, May 27.—America scored 
another international triumph over Great 
Britain today, when Herman B, Duryea’s 
speedy colt Durbar II., ridden by MacGee, 
an American jockey, won the English Derby. 

Quoted at 20 to 1 just before the start, Dur- 
bar cantered home by three lengths from a 
field of thirty horses, the largest that has 
turned out for the British classic since 18638. 
Two other long shots gathered the rest of 
the money. H. Cholmondeley’s Hapsburg. 
quoted at 30 to 1, took second place, while 
H. J. King’s Peter the Hermit, 100 to 1, was 
third. 

The winner’s recent form in France had 
been so poor that he was not conceded a 
chance, and odds of 25 to 1 were quoted 
freely against him at the clubs last night. 
After Durbar’s poor display on May 17 at 
Longchamps Mr. Duryea decided not to send 
him to compete in the Derby. On the elim- 
ination of Tetrarch, however, the American 
owner altered his decision. 


Kennymore Unruly at Post. 
Kennymore, who led the betting, behaved 
so badly at the post that he delayed the 


start, and when the field waa finally aent away he 
was left in a bad position. Polycrates made al! the 
running to the half distance, with Black Jester, 
Hapsburg, Dan Russel, and Durbar II. close up. 
Rounding Tattenham corner, Durbar II. Jumped 
in on the rail and took up the running. He held 
the command to the finish, easily stalling off sev- 
era] challengers. Dan Russel was fourth. 

The time of the race was 2:38, a fraction of a sec- 
ond quicker than the average. 

Mr. Duryea had great faith tn his horse, which 
was backed for large amounts by the American 
contingent. The jubilation among the big crowd 
of transatlantic visitors was distinctly noticeable 
as the winner was led into the paddock. 

King George and Queen Mary were present, as 
well as most of the staff of the United States em- 
bassy, while distributed about the course were 
large numbers of Americans from the resident 
— as weil as from the other side of the At- 
lantic. 


Value of Stakes $32,500. 


The Derby stakes was established in 1780, but 
races had taken place on the same course as early 
as 1640. The stakes was valued at $32.500 and is 
for entire colts and fillies of 3 yearsold. The course 
is about one mile and a half in length. 

For this year’s race there were originally 875 
entries. The great favorite for this year's race, 
The Tetrarch, was scratched a few weeks ago.

U. 8. Title Holder Eliminates 
Lord Hope, Holder of Honors, 
in Morning Round.

VERSAILLES, France, May 27.—Two New 
England golfers, Francis Oulmet of Boston 
and Henry J. Topping of the Greenwich 
Country club of Connecticut, won their way 
into the final round for the French Amateur 
Golf championship at La Boulie course to- 
day and tomorrow will battle in the thirty- 
six hole final.

Ouimet went into the final by defeating 
Eric Apperley of New South Wales, Aus- 
tralia, 4 and 3, while Topping defeated 
Jerome Travers, 3 and 2. 

The feature match of the morning round, 
which was played in wet and windy weather, 
was that between Ouimet and Lord Hepe. On the 
first green the American was stymied and knocked 
the other ball in. The Englishman was a trifle un- 
lucky in his putting, and although Ouimet got into 
difficulties, he made some clever recoveries. Hope 
was 1 up at the ninth hole, but Ouimet squared at 
the eleventh and was 1 up at the fifteenth. Lord

PATMONT MEETS 
FAMILY IN CITY 


Escaped Victim of Kidnapers | Mystery Story Writer Greeted 


Arrives in Chicago Too 
Weak for Interview. 


FRIEND TELIS HIS STORY. 


The Rev. Louis R. Patmont arrived in Chi- 
cago last night. His wife and children, who 
had believed him dead, were at the station. 
They covered his face with kisses. 

The reunited family is stopping at the Fort 
Dearborn hotel. Dr. Patmont was too weak 
to tell reporters all that had happened to 
him since he was kidnaped by the “ wets.’’ 
His friend, the Rev. Claud F.. Witty, minister 
of the Plum Street Crurch of Christ, Detroit, 
Mich., related the story. 


In Cellar Fifty-three Days, 

‘“‘I have heard Mr. Patmont tell it so 
often,” Dr. Witty said, “ that I know it al- 
most by heart. He was captured by four 
men while going home one night, placed 
on a handcar, and@- led about a mile. 
Then he was taken off and placed in an auto 
and driven most of the night at high speed. 
They sandbagged him frequently. He was 
taken to a deep cellar, forced down a ladder, 
and his shoes were removed. Then the ladder 
was raised through the trapdoor, and Pat- 
mont was left in the basement for fifty+three 
days. 

Food and Water. 

“They fed him on ham sandwiches, or- 
anges and bananas three or four times a day, 
wrapping the food in newspapers and throw- 
ing it tohim. Now and then they lowered a 
bucket of river water on a rope. 

“On the night of the fifty-third day he 
heard an auto chugging outside his prison. 
He tore a leaf from his Polish-English dic- 
tionary and wrote on it, ‘Notify police. 
Follow auto. Louis R. Patmont.’ He wrote 
it with a lead sinker. He generally has a 
few sinkers with him He's always fish- 
ing.

HEAT TWO, LIGHTNING TWO. 


Hot Wave in New York Broken by 
Storm, Which Does Damage to Per- 
sons and Property. 


New York, May 27.—The heat wave which 
for two days past had sent the mercury 
in this city and vicinity to unwonted heights 
for May, was broken this afternoon by a 
violent thunder and wind storm. 

Two men were killed by lightning and. sev- 
eral persons were hurt by falling timbers or 
other objects blown about by the gale. 

The wind reached a mamixum velocity of 
eighty-four miles an hour in the height of 
the storm, and much damage was done in 
New York and in outlying sections. Many 
buidings were struck by lightning and dam- 
aged. 

Two deaths today were attributed to the 
heat. and there were more than a dozen pros- 
trations.

A. CONAN DOYLE IN 
AMERICA FOR REST 


by Living Sleuth and 
“Movie” Man. 


OPPOSED TO MILITANTS. 


New York, May 27.—[Special.]—Sir Arthur 
Conan Doyle, maker of mystery stories, ar- 
rived today with Lady Doyle on the Olympic 
after a long absence from these skyscraper 
shores. His chief object in coming to this 
continent, he said, was for a rest but that he 
would keep a lookout for material for stories. 
He noted the architectural uplift since he 
was here before, but in his usual detective 
spirit declined to comment on it for publica- 
tion. 

From pictures that he had seen in Eng- 
land, combined with his Celtic intuition, he 
recognized the Woolworth and the Singer 
towers almost before he had spotted them 
through marine glasses. Sir Arthur admit- 
ted, when questioned by the sleuths of ship 
news that he had often used other than ma- 
rine glasses; perhaps even ultramarine; 
maybe, even glasses suggesting emerald 
seas, the contents of which (the glasses) 
might be cream ce menthe. 


Real and Pen Sleuths Meet. 

William J. Burne, who is a real live de- 
tective, went down the bay in a revenue cut- 
ter to meet Sir Arthur and get a few hints 
as to the Doyle system of making and solv- 
ing mysteries. Incidentally, Mr. Burns posed 
for a camera movie man and Sir Arthur did 
likewise, simultaneously with the reformed 
“ Raffies’’ of a film drama standing by. 

Sr Arthur is a big man and looks dis- 
tinctively Irish. He might make an orna- 
ment to the traffic squad. He has opinions 
that may make him unpopular with some of 
the radical suffragists of thiscountry. For 
instance, he said about the militant agita- 
tion in England: 

‘* Both my wife and I are opposed to mill- 
tancy and I fear that if these women con- 
tinue their unlawful practices some of them 
may be lynched. There is a growing public 
sentiment against them.” 


Fears Home Rule Trouble. 

He said he believed im home rule in Ire- 
land, but thought that Ulster should be 
exempt. He feared that serious trouble 
would follow any attempt to coerce Ulster. 

Sir Arthur and Lady Doyle will stop at 
the Plaza a week and will then go to Mont- 
real. Later they will tackle the Canadian 
Rockies, camping out. Sir Arthur has » 
friend in the mountains in charge of a gov- 
ernment reservation and will be guided by 
him. He will not kill any game, big or little. 
as he is opposed to the slaughter of inno- 
cent animals.
